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‘The Old Man’ Should Do Something 


When we read of drivers in the IA year-old 
age group being involved in an auto acci­ 
dent. we see red. 
Not so much because of the youngsters, 
but because of the parents who supply them 
with the means of doing bodily harm to 
themselves and others. 
Youngsters of this age — regardless of 
their personal viewpoints — in most cases 
aren't capable of operating a motor vehicle 
with the judgment necessary for proper safe­ 
ty The records will substantiate this. 
There’s little excuse for a parent's failure 
to recognize the dangers. Week after week the 
Review carries stories of accidents which 
fall within this scope. 
Ifs all right to be good to your children 
and afford them every possible advantage in 


life, but you're not being good when you pro­ 
vide an instrument which could mean his or 
her death or some else’s death. There are 
occasions when use of a car by those in the 
16-year age category could be justified But 
they are few and far between 
In most cases when accidents occur, the 
average teen-age driver makes light of the 
thing, shrugging it off with the feeling that 
“the old man will take care of it” . 
It s time the “old man did take care of it'* 
—not by paying for the damage which re­ 
sults from a wreck, but by reducing the 
number of such wrecks by limiting the use 
of the family car to *he younger set. 
A change in state law. raising the age 
when a youngster may obtain a driver’s 
license, would help mike things easier for 
the parent. 


The Committee Juggles The Lineup 


It's always news in the United States 
when the top echelon of the Communist party 
in the Soviet Union is changed. But unlike 
former times when each new juggling of the 
lineup jeemed an effort to conceal weak­ 
ness. the juggling now seems to improve ef­ 
ficiency. The newest change, which puts 
Frol R. Kozlov, the personably deputy pre­ 
mier who visited this country last summer, 
into the top position of the Commnist par­ 
ty and switches the responsibilities of an­ 
other half dozen key Communists, is clearly 
no confession of weakness. 
This is the way a monolithic state adjusts 
Itself to change — by decisions at the top 
of the monolith. It is the authoritarian equiv­ 
alent of elections in countries where the peo­ 
ple instead of the politicians decide who 
shall hold office 
It Is the Soviet Union’s 
concession to the necessity of organizational 
change. 
One chdVacteristic cannot be looked at too 
closely by Americans trying to understand 
the difference between their concept of gov­ 
ernment and the Communist concept 
All 
change in Russia is in the form of edict from 
the Communist party, which is, in fact, the 
Russian government. 


There are no contrary opinions, no issues. 
no contests. A handful of people whose suc­ 
cess at political survival has marked them 
for high political destiny make and break 
all individuals ambitious for high office. All 
party decisions are irrevocable. A man can 
be assassinated, buried alive in an outpost, 
cast into civil hothingness, or be elevated 
to the premiership by a process that makes 
the traditional "smoke-filled room” of U S. 
politics look 
like a New England town 
meeting. 
This committee dictatorship is challenging 
popular government. Currently it appears to 
be working well. But before Stalin’s death 
in 1953. no one believed it could work at 
all: after his death it looked as shaky as 
the skeptics feared it would look, until Nikita 
Khrushchev 
asserted 
enough 
personal 
strength to fill the vacuum of authority. 
Now it’s Khrushchev’s own ultimate de­ 
parture from power that raises the question 
of succession. The heir-apparent seems to 
be Kozlov, but he too will have to prove he 
knows how to survive in a system that has 
no fixed rules, only the behavior patterns 
of the ruthless men at its core. 


No Royalty, But Plenty To Discuss 


Britain has been set on its ear by the 
marriage of Princess Margaret and the pho­ 
tographer. with every loyal subject of the 
realm taking a proprietary interest in 
the 
proceedings. It always makes the absence of 
royalty seem easier to bear when our cousins 
get into fervid discussion of the behavior of 
their beloved monarchy. The Windsors have 
no privacy. 
There is plenty to discuss here. too. even 
though royalty is blessedly and legally ab­ 
sent. Rare is the day when a loyal citizen 
of the United States cannot wonder about 
something in connection with the matings, 
mismatings and dematings of newsworthy 
persons. 
It gets to be fascinating in cases like the 
mismating of Lucy and Desi, which has been 
flirting with front pages for a long time and 
finally made them. Here was a show bus­ 
iness marriage that made millions feel sure 
there could be moments of light laughter 
without half trying. Here was the American 


image of connubiliasm, with settings by so- 
and-so, costumes by so-and-so. hair styling by 
so-and-so and so on ad infinitum. 
Here were the friendly neighbors, the auto­ 
matic reconciliation, the baby in the crib, 
problems galore, the healing peal of laugh­ 
ter, confusion twice confounded and ultimate­ 
ly resolved into happy reminiscences to 
brighten old age. 
Millions were grateful to Lucy and Desi 
for demonstrating that the sugar-coating went 
all the way through the pill. AU was well that 
ended well . . . well . . . 
It has ended, not well. The tapes and cin­ 
emascopes of those hilarities, if they show up 
again, weU look and sound odd after Lucy's 
testimony that the whole thing had been a 
“nightmare” for the last three years. The 
divorce has been granted. It’s aU over. 
Say it ain’t so, Lucy and Desi. It seemed so 
plausible at the time. There are a - million 
husbands and wives who will not know what 
to think now that laughter has fled and the 
illusion bf hilarity has been shattered.

The skeleton of last Christmas’s tree lies 
in a patch of bright dandeUons, and wild 
morning glories twine in the pickets of a 
snow fence no one has had time to take 
down.

Americans are dependent on pills. He has 
been checking on TV programs. The impres­ 
sion js justified. 
Any outsider must feel certain that the 
medicine cabinet is the backbone of Ameri­ 
can living and that life here is one capsule 
after another. 
Strangers may have swallowed image of the 
vigorous rugged Americans who bit nails, 
tore up phone books and felt off form only 
when losing a tough one against the Sioux 
Indians. 
The history of the country gives no indies-- 
tion of Americans who survived through vita­ 
mins, toothpastes, headache remedies, breath 
purifiers, laxatives and bath soaps. (If he 
had no arrows in him he felt good.) 
But the airwaves project picture of him as 
a pale, sickly, fearful physical wreck who is 
never happy when short of medicines. 
Presidential state of Union message indi­ 
cating the country is in good shape is fol­ 
lowed by, “Go to your druggist now and get 
these pills before it is too late.” 
The telecasts of the battles between rugged 
athletes glorifying “vigor vim and perfect 
trim” are interrupted by a loud, “Four out 
of five doctors recommend, etc.” 
In the midst of stirring films in which red­ 
blooded Americans stop a buffalo stampede, 
lick the Pawnees and brush off fire and flood 
the audience is told, “Yes, when you feel 
low there is nothing like this remarkable 
ten-way aid to the rundown human system.’*

stay in bloom for three weeks. A hawthorn 
should cling to its glory long enough to be 
viewed with pleasure over two weekends.

NOW THERE IS only one thing 
left. Some committee should sub­ 
poena Brother Lewis Carroll and 
question him closely about his 
scripting of "Alice n Wonderland.” 
It could turn out he cribbed it 
from the men who wrote the above 
sentences into the officers’ report 
to the Engineers 26th convention. 
Here is a union which, until two 
years ago, was run by a multi­ 
millionaire to whose defense in 
past years have come the toughest 
of the Chicago mob, according to 
the Senate documents. 
That man is William Maloney. 
He is now the $55,000 a year presi­ 
dent emeritus of the union whose 
302,000 members are ambng the 
decent hardworking American Joes 
without whom this nation could not 
expand or defend itself. 
After c o n s i d e r i n g all the 
evidence, the Senate Select Com­ 
mittee had this to say of Ma­ 
loney: 
"The union has spent almost a 
third of its 62 years under the firm 
and powerful thumb of William 
E. Maloney. . . . 
"Out of the testimony of union 
w i t n e s s e s and documents sub­ 
mitted by committee staff mem­ 
bers . . . came a clear cut de­ 
lineation of a 
man 
thoroughly 
steeped in autocratic concepts — 
one who bas flouted every legality 
in his roughshod ride to power and 
who, having got there, consistent­ 
ly sacrificed IUOE interests on the 
altar of his own abundant appe­ 
tites, treating the union treasury 
as his own private Fort Knox and 
winking at contract violations by 
employers 
with 
whom 
he 
had 
gainful side dealings.”

Aboard it was the deep 
sense of appreciation and thanks 
of the membership whom he had 
piloted through seas, both rough an 
calm.” 
And a nice ship it was too It 
cost the union $35,000 But it was 
only 47 foot long. They called it 
the "Half-Moon” and it was sup­ 
posed to be used for inspection of 
big construction jobs — in Kansas.

Premier Nikita Khrushchev has 
poured a dose of cold water on any 
optimism that the summit meet­ 
ing in Paris IO days from now may 
accomplish something.

with 
West 
and 
Communist East Germany. 
The West refuses to do either. 
And recently Undersecretary of 
State 
Douglas 
Dillon 
made 
a 
speech saying the West wouldn't 
budge. It wasn’t new. The West­ 
ern leaders had already said that 
much. 
But Dillon made it sound, for 
whatever his reason, very fiery. 
It wasn't really very fiery for 
down further, in the fine print, 
Dillon said the West would be 
glad to settle for just not rocking 
the boat awhile. 
When 
you 
put 
these various 
Western positions and statements 
together it’s easy to understand 
—particularly if you’re Soviet — 
why Khrushchev blasted the West 
in a speech Thursday. 
Its flmost as if he were say­ 
ing: "What do you think I am, a 
patsy?” 
He did something else, too He 
laid the groundwork for blaming 
the West, in the eyes of the rest 
of the world, if the summit is a 
failure.

about Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon was understandable, from 
the Soviet viewpoint. 
It’s still puzzling why President 
Eisenhower thought it necessary 
to announce that if the summit 
meeting lasts more than a week, 
and he has to come home, he’ll 
let Nixon sit in at the summit for 
him. 
Nixon seems to be a special 
kind of poison to Khrushchev. And 
last month before some editors 
here Nixon explained, in a way 
which 
couldn’t 
endear 
him 
to 
Khrushchev, 
how 
he'd 
handle 
things at the summit. 
Nixon said he thinks Khrush­ 
chev would like to see progress 
at the summit "because, realist 
that he is, he is concerned by 
some hard facts of international 
life.” 
And at another point the vice 
president said, “We can rightly 
approach the summit with full 
confidence that the spokesmen of 
the free world, rather than Mr. 
Khrushchev, represent the tide of 
history.” 
So Khrushchev hit back at Nix­ 
on. He said letting him sit in at 
the summit would be like sending 
a “goat to take care of the cab­ 
bage ” 
The 
way 
Khrushchev* 
em­ 
phasized the shooting down of an 
American plane over Soviet ter­ 
ritory indicated two things which, 
put together, probably explains 
his reasons for making the speech 
in the first place: 
1. He wants the West to know 
his 
fairly 
mild 
and 
pleasant 
speeches of the past few months 
don’t indicate he’s turned to jelly. 
2. If the West is talking tough 
about the summit—in the belief 
such an attitude will soften him 
up and induce him to make con-' 
cessions—it’s wrong 
Trying to link his speech ih with 
the 
various 
Communist 
party 
shifts announced at the same time 
seems far-fetched From here the 
shifts indicated no p r o f o u n d 
shakeup but rather adjustments 
for the sake of efficiency.

The day of a Washington cor­ 
respondent is not always the same. 
It requires no event of national 
or 
international 
significance 
to 
teach a lesson. 
For, as Thomas 
Gray wrote in 
his f a m o u s 
elegy, t r u t h 
often is to be 
f ound “f ar 
from the mad- 
d i n g crowd s 
ignoble strife.” 
It took the 
greater part of 
the day to get David Lawrence 
there and back—to a little church 
in the hills of Virginia where were 
gathered the family and friends 
of Jim Taylor, a Negro who died 
last Friday at the age of 74. 
Until retirement two years ago, 
he had worked for 15 years on the 
farm where this writer lives in 
Virginia. To the outside world 
this fine man may be like millions 
of others—a good Christian whose 
kindliness of nature and 
simple 
ways earned for him the respect 
and esteem of all who knew him. 
As the eulogies were spoken by 
the two Baptist preachers, who 
took turns explaining to the an­ 
guished wife and children what the 
passing meant, there came to 
mind a contrast. 
Only the day before, a man was 
put to death in a gas chamber 
in California. Around the world the 
editorials denounced America and 
our system of justice. British news­ 
papers 
particularly 
complained 
with a scathing 
bitterness 
that 
America had been inhumane 
There came to mind. too. the 
“ inhumane penalty” paid over the 
past 12 years by the 17-year-old 
girl sexually assaulted by Caryl 
Chessman. She still is in a mental 
institution and may spend the rest 
of her life there. 


THE SIMPLE WORDS of the 
preachers in the Virginia church 
expressed nobly the facts of life 
and death as they concerned a 
good man, a useful man. a con­ 
scientious and honest worker. But 
the Jim Taylors never make the 
headlines. 
One preacher told what it meant 
to be a Christian. HI said he was 
riding in his car the other day 
when he noticed someone beckon­ 
ing on the side of the road. 
He stopped and found an auto in 
need of a tow Though headed in 
another direction, he helped out, 
and a half-hour later, on his way 
back to his original destination, a 
tire on his own car went flat. He 
also sought help on the lonely high­ 
way and someone came to his aid. 
This, he pointed out, was God’s way 
of recompense to those who per­ 
form good deeds in his name 
What impressed this writer was 
the naturalness and sincerity of 
the service. 
Messages of sym­ 
pathy 
from 
friends 
were read 
aloud. Spiritual hymns were sung. 


Readings from th# scriptures were 
explained wth interpolations that 
everyone could understand. 
It was more than an hour of 
Intimate a n d informal contact 
between the pulpit and the mourn­ 
ers—something this 
writer 
had 
never before witnessed. 


THERE WERE perhaps 40 per­ 
sons in the little church. I asked 
a southern senator on Capitol Hill 
whether in the South attendance 
by white persons at such services 
was frequent 
He said it often 
happened and that there was a 
deeper feeling of friendship for in­ 
dividual Negroes than might be 
generally supposed from reading 
the emotional outbursts in the 
North in recent months about the 
segregation controversy. 
What really is this friendly feel­ 
ing for the Negro? As one reads 
the intemperate comments about 
“racism.” there comes the dis­ 
heartening 
feeling 
that 
many 
things are said in anger that are 
regrettable. For the true south­ 
erner does care about the Negro. 
Talking with many people from 
the South, one finds that they have 
throughout their lives felt closer 
to individual Negroes than is gen­ 
erally believed. 
It is true that this is sometimes 
scorned as a "master-and-servant” 
relationship 
But the deep-seated 
feeling, the 
willingness 
to help 
when sickness and trouble come, 
the benevolence that reaches out 
long after the worker has gone to 
another city or to another task— 
this’ could hardly 
be predicated 
alone on a "master-and-servant” 
concept. 


THE OTHER DAY. when news 
came of Jim Taylor's death, 
a 
white lady in the neighborhood, 
who had known him for 
years, 
burst into tears 
I watched her 
cry. She had been born and raised 
in the South. 
Human friendship knows no col­ 
or line Those who are striving to 
see reason rather than 
emotion 
applied to the maintenance of so­ 
cial customs and individual rights 
and ways of living have never 
allowed their feeling for persons of 
a different race to be marred by 
the exhibitionists who want to re­ 
peal the normal laws of associa­ 
tion and thus unwittingly 
bring 
about more instead of less friction. 
The epitaph of Jim Taylor in 
this country churchyard, as Gray 
wrote, may, “ implore the passing 
tribute of a sigh,” and could be 
inscribed in these words: 
"Here rests his head upon the 
lap of earth 
“A man to fortune and to fame 
unknown; 
“ Fair science frown’d 
not 
on 
his humble birth. 
“ And friendship marked him for 
her own. . . . 
“He gave to mis'ry all he had, 
a tear, 
"He gained from heav’n (’twas 
all he wish'd) a friend."

Every springtime I write "ane­ 
mones” sooner or later, and every 
springtime 
a 
kind 
proofreader 
points out to me that I’d do well 
to stick to "buttercups," because 
I always spell the name of the 
other flowers "anenomes ” 
Scientific studies confirm what 
thousands of us survivors have 
been sure of for a long time—that 
drivers who do crazy, 
reckless 
things in automobiles are impelled 
by an impulse to destroy them­ 
selves and us They’re sick in, the 
head. 
Nothing springs more eternal 
than my hope of raising beautiful 
flowers from tiny seeds in pretty 
little envelopes Each year I read 
where it says for best results the 
things should be planted indoors 
and transplanted outdoors later— 
yet each year I dream of getting 
results by planting them outside, 
though this never has been suc­ 
cessful. 
One of the reasons I am happy 
about our system of government 
is the frequency of upsets at the 
polls. This strikes me as a sure 
guarantee against oppression, be­ 
cause even chance and accident 
can pull the rug from under would- 
be oppressors. 
After living in the stillness of 
the country for many years, I am 
unable to go to sleep 
in 
any 
place where the noise of street 
traffic can be heard and would 
have to invest in ear plugs if I 
planned to be away from home 
more than three nights in a row. 
It never fails to set me back on 
my heels when 
people I have 
known and liked for many years 
give vent to wild opinions about 
public affairs that I associate with 
people who would like to hang me 
up by the thumbs for disagreeing 
with them. 
It is my dismal conviction after 
watching public planning that there 
is more long-range logic in trial- 
and-error planlessness than in the 
short-range rationale of people who 
do public planning 
I think millions who wear glasses 
are in a mood to accept a new 
style of frame in place of the too- 
long - continued 
heavy 
frames, 
which never made any sense Light 
frames do make sense, 
and 
I 
would be a potential customer if 
they came back in style. 
Tile Chessman affair turned out 
to be as dismal as they come, be­ 
cause in the showdown the guy had

Of Tomorrow 


OTTAWA. Til. UFI - The design 
for tomorrow’s highways is being 
worked out to the drone of a con­ 
voy of trucks driving up and down 
an eight-mile test road near here. 
The 70 trucks, ranging f r o m 
pickups to semi-trailers and carry­ 
ing various loads, have traveled 
nearly four million miles since 
November of 1958. The 22-million- 
dollar research project will con­ 
tinue another year. 
Findings of the project are ex­ 
pected to have a big influence 
on future highway design and to 
provide information for studies lh 
highway user taxation. 
Also, they will be used by the 
Bureau of Public Roads in de­ 
termining the maximum weights 
and dimensions of vehicles to be 
operated on the federal highway 
system, including the interstate 
system. 
v 


Industry At Odds 


THE PROJECT, sponsored by 
the American Association of State 
Highway Officials, is administer­ 
ed and directed by the Highway 
Research Board of the National 
Academy of Sciences-National Re­ 
search Council, a private non - 
profit organization. 
Costs are being shared by all 
the states, District of Columbia, 
Puerto Rico, 
Bureau of 
Public 
Roads, the Automobile Manufac­ 
turers Association, the American 
Petroleum Institute and the Amer­ 
ican Institute of Steel Construc­ 
tion. 
The test road is built in 36 
separate 
sections, 
with asphalt 
thicknesses ranging from rn sur­ 
face treatment up to 31 inches, 
e n d 
rigid 
pavement 
ranging 
from 2M inches up to 12H inches 
on nine inches of sub-base. 
Half the road is paved with port­ 
land cement concrete and half 
with asphaltic concrete. 
There are 16 50-foot test brid­ 
ges — eight with steel bairns, 
f o u r - with reinforced concrete 
beams and four with prestressed 
concrete beams.

pavement 
stands relatively idle. It is being 
used to determine the effects of 
weather alone on highway pave­ 
ments. 
A million dollars worth of in­ 
struments and equipment collects 
and analyzes data on the behavior 
of the test pavements. 
Some 7,000 small electrical de­ 
vices are installed on, in, and un­ 
der the pavements to measure 
a t r e i n s , deflections, pressures, 
temperatures and frost depths. 
Walter B. McKendrick Jr., for­ 
mer chief engineer of the Dela­ 
ware Highway Department, is in 
charge of the project. Trucks are 
driven on their monotonous. 18- 
hour day, 6-day-a-week grind by 
men of the Army Transportation 
Corps from Ft. Eustis. Va. 
Final findings of the project will 
be published in 1961.

Alaska Will Offer 
Varied Vacation

T V new state of Alaska, Ameri­ 
ca’s last frontier, promises to be 
a growing tourist mecca. 
And by making the right plans, 
an automobile trip to the Land 
of the Midnight Sun with its scen­ 
ery, fishing and hunting can be an 
unmatched vacation. 
The American Automobile As­ 
sociation offers these suggestions 
and advice for Alaska-bound mo­ 
torists: 
Plan on a minimum of eight 
days traveling from Great Falls, 
Mont., or Seattle, Wash., to Fair­ 
banks under normal road condi­ 
tions. 
. 
Estimated expense of two adults 
making a one-way, eight-day trip 
is $235 — allowing $75 for lodg­ 
ings, $80 for meals and $80 for 
gas and oil. 
The automobile, of c o u r s e , 
should be in top condition. The 
gasoline tank should be covered 
with a piece of rubber matting 
to protect against flying gravel. 
Plastic shields should be used to 
protect the headlights. 
Masking tape around the trunk 
will help keep dust from enter­ 
ing while driving on unpaved sec­ 
tions of the Alaska Highway. 
There are no frills in accom­ 
modations on the route. Still the ac­ 
commodations generally are clean 
and food, while plain, is wholesome. 
Campers will find numerous pub­ 
lic campgrounds along the way. 
The recommended travel sea­ 
son is from June through Septem­ 
ber, 
when 
temperatures 
range 
from 35 to 75 degrees, with warm 
days and cool evenings. The high­ 
way, however, is kept open the 
year round. 
Gasoline stations are located at 
frequent intervals, but it’s a good 
idea to carry an extra five-gallon 
can of gas — just in case.

For Pro Astronomer

fulltime job of James S. Pciker- 
ing. assistant astronomer at the 
Hayden Planetarium in New York, 
for only eight years.

Effect 


DETROIT (JI — Automation in 
one form or Mother has been 
kicking around the auto industry 
almost from the day Henry Ford 
invented his Model T. 
But the word itself is compar­ 
atively recent. D. S. Harder, Ford 
Motor Co. executive vice presi­ 
dent, was one of the first to use 
the word “automation” when in 
1946 he described a system for 
automatic handling of parts in the 
production process. 
Ralph E. Cross, executive vice 
president of one of the largest 
makers of automation machinery, 
defines it as the process of com­ 
bining operations to increase pro­ 
ductivity. 


AUTOMATION also is often used 
to mean simply the switching af 
rn an-done jobs to automatic ma­ 
chines. 
Each new auto plant that is built 
has more automatic 
machinery 
than the one it replaces. 
The most recent example is the 
new Chrysler Corp. a s s e m b l y 
plant at St. Louis which began 


operations with the 1960 model 
run. It replaced two old plants at 
Evansville, Ind., and has a high­ 
er. though unstated capacity with 
slightly fewer employes. 
One stumbling block to increas­ 
ed use of complex automatic m a­ 
chinery in the auto industry was 
eliminated recently by agreement 
on a new “building-block” con­ 
cept for production machine tools.

How much insurance should you 
carry on your family car? 
Unfortunately there is no pat 
answer. 
There are several kinds of auto 
insurance. But the most impor­ 
tant is liability insurance — the 
kind that pays the cost of claims 
against you in m accident which 
results in death, injury or prop­ 
erty damage to others. 
Every state has a law under 
which a driver who is unable to 
furnish proof that he was finan­ 
cially responsible at the time of 
m accident faces the loss (rf his 
automobile registration or driving 
license, or both. These laws spec­ 
ify minimum limits which most 
motorists find wise to meet. 
But you might wish more cov­ 
erage, depending on your finan­ 


cial resources and the extent of 
property you need to protect. For 
without 
coverage, 
a 
judgment 
against you could take away your 
home and life savings. 
In most instances the minimum 
limits under the financial responsi­ 
bility laws are “ 10-20-5” — up to 
$10,000 for bodily injury for one 
person, up to $20,000 for bodily 
injury resulting from one accident 
and up to $5,000 for property dam­ 
age. 
Many auto owners also insure 
their cars for both comprehensive 
and collision coverage. 
Comprehensive insurance p r o ­ 
tects the car owner from loss by 
fire, theft, windstorm, hail, flood, 
glass breakage and many other 
perils. Collision insurance, often 
written with a $50 or $100 deduc­ 
tible provision, covers the c a r 


owner when his car is damaged 
in an accident. Under the deduct­ 
ible clause, the insurance c o m - 
pany pays all repair costs above 
the specified figure. 
Many owners also take out In­

Spurt In Sale Of Cars 
Due To Continue In ’60

DETROIT ID — Die year 1959 
was one of financial revival in the 
automobile industry. The five car 
manufacturers bounced back fast 
from recession days. Red ink turn­ 
ed to black for Chrysler and Stude- 
baker - Packard. The black ink got 
blacker for General Motors, Ford 
and American Motors. 
The turnabout assumed specta­ 
cular 
proportions at 
Studebaker 
where a loss of IS million dollars 
in the first six months of 1958 turn­ 
ed into a IS million dollar profit 
in th# first six months of 1959. 
Chrysler, too, jumped back to 
the profit side (rf the ledger in a 
hurry. 
After losing almost S4 million 
dollars in 1958 the company show­ 
ed a net profit of more than 15 
million in the first three months 
of 1959 and a six month profit of 
58 million dollars. 


CHRYSLER dipped back i n t o 
the red briefly In the third quar­ 
ter because of unusually h e a v y 
outlays during the model change­ 
over period and a longer than av­ 
erage shutdown, occassioned by a 


switch in body construction meth­ 
ods. But indicated profits for the 
year still were in the neighborhood 
of $6.50 a share. 
Studebaker talked of an annual 
profit of some 20 million dollars. 
American Motors, on a f i s c a l 
year starting Oct. I, earned al­ 
most 50 million dollars in its first 
nine months against 14% million 
in the comparable period in the 
1956 fiscal year. 
§And in July American declared 
Its first cash dividend — OO cents 
a share. On the New York stock 
exchange American Motors was a 
spectacular performer, zooming to 
a high of $62.75 by the end of Sep­ 
tember from a year’s low of $25.50 
per share. And this was the stock 
that Louis Wolfson, always regard­ 
ed as a shrewd stock operator, dis­ 
posed of at less than $15 a share 
only a year ago. 
Ford Motor Co.’s rebound was 
every bit as sensational in the pro­ 
fit columns as the smaller com­ 
panies. In the first six months of 
1958 Ford earned only a little over 
16 rnillon dollars, with a loss of 
more than 13% mmillion in the sec­ 
ond quarter.

One out of five drivers, e v e n 
those with glasses, has at least one 
vision defect which affects safe 
driving. And millions of these mo­ 
torists are unaware of their short­ 
comings. 
This condition was indicated by 
a recent test with screening in­ 
struments of the vision of 3,000 
drivers in 25 states conducted un­ 
der the auspices of the American 
Optometric Assn. (AOA). 
All of these drivers — with a 
very few exceptions (less than 1-10 
of I per cent — can have their 
vision corrected to enable them 
ta be safe drivers. 
Studies by the AOA Motorists 
Vision and Highway Safety Com­ 
mittee show the following vision 
skills vitally affect safe driving: 
Distance Acuity: The ability to 
(acus and see clearly with each 
eye separately and both eyes to­ 
gether, particularly at a distance 
of many feet or yards. Probably 
toe most important vision skill for 
driving, it is essential for seeing 
danger, reading road signs in time 
and for general adaptation to driv­ 
ing conditions. 


.DEPTH PERCEPTION: Ability 
to correctly judge distances be 
tf'een yourself and another ob­ 
ject, especially when both are in 
igotion. This is essential for pass 
tog other cars in the face of on­ 
coming traffic and for maneuver 
tog f r o m one lane to another 
O n o n g 
moving vehicles. Defic­ 
iency in this skill is one of the 
iQost c o m m o n defects found 
sarong drivers. 
Yield of Vision: Ability to see 
ewer a large area without mov- 
either your eyes or y o u r 
head, sometimes called “looking 
O0t of the corners of your eyes.” 
This, of course, is needed to detect 
crossroad traffic, pedestrians, to 
check traffic at your rear through 


mirrors and to get the general 
driving picture. 
Muscle Balance: Ability to point 
your eyes simultaneously with ease 
at a given object. This is essential 
for good two-eyed vision, acuity, 
depth perception and field of vis­ 
ion. 
Night Vision Skills: The abil­ 
ity to see under low illumination 
beyond the range of your ow n 
headlights, ability to see against 
glare of oncoming headlights, and 
the ability to recover quickly from 
glare afterwards. Night vision de­ 
preciates rapidly after 40 years of 
age. Inadequate night vision large­ 
ly accounts for the greater num­ 
ber of accidents at night. 
To be a safe driver, you must 
use your vision skills to develop 
safe driving habits, and you must 
compensate for vision defects. You 
must also remember it takes time 
to see, and then it takes time to 
act.

Winterized mud-and-snow tires 
perform about 25 per cent better 
than regular tires. Mud-and-snow 
tires offer 13 per cent better trac­ 
tion than regular tires, and win­ 
terized tires with abrasive mater­ 
ials imbedded in the surface give 
an improvement of about 8 per 
cent. 
However, the Safety C o u n c i l 
says the best snow or mud driv­ 
ing is guaranteed with the use of 
chains which, while cumbersome, 
noisy and rough riding, enable fast­ 
er stops and quicker starts. 
Regular chains improve traction 
by 231 per cent on the ice, while 
reinforced chains increase traction 
by 409 per cent. On packed snow, 
reinforced chains improve trac­ 
tion by 313 per cent. 
Regular chains are made of 
round steel links, while die rein­ 
forced chain links have projecting 
claws or teeth. The reinforced 
chains are more costly than reg­ 
ular ones, but last longer.

Drive For Safety 
In Cars Goes On 


DETROIT (if — The autom ak­ 
e rs’ position on traffic safety was 
stated very simply by one execu­ 
tive when he said: “ We want very 
m uch to keep our custom ers alive 
and driving ” 
Despite the fact that everybody 
Ls in favor of it, safety rem ains 
one of the m ost highly controver­ 
sial aspects of the autom obile busi­ 
ness. 
How safe are today’s cars? Are 
designers and engineers doing ev­ 
erything possible to m ake them 
safer? What can the m anufactur­ 
ers do about the rising toll of death 
and injury on the nation's streets 
and highways? 
T h e s e are questions to which 
there are no sim ple answ ers. 


ON EVERY side the industry 
professes extrem e concern about 
safety. Charles A. Chayne, vice 
president of G eneral Motors in 
charge of engineering staff, re ­ 
cently wrote: “ The first objective 
of 
an 
autom obile 
m anufacturer 
m ight be said to be to build a 
car that will move. His second ob­ 
jective is to build one that will 
m ove safely. All other objectives 
are subordinate.’* 
Chayne put the general indus­ 
try viewpoint this 
w ay: 
“ T h e 
driver is, of course, by far the 
m ost critical elem ent in the whole 
picture No m atter how easy we! 
m ay m ake it for him to drive 
aafely, 
we 
cannot 
m ake 
cars 
‘driverproof’ any m ore than high­ 
way engineers can achieve t h i s 
theoretical objective in the roads 
they build. 
“ Traffic accident records indi­ 
cate clearly 
that 
driver 
errors 
a re responsible 
for 
the e v e r- 
whelming m ajority of traffic ac­ 
cidents. Even in the sm all per­ 
centage of cases w here vehicle 
malfunctioning is involved, it is 
alm ost always traceable to the 
hum an error of im proper m ainten­ 
ance. 


THE 1960 model cars carry few 
if any completely new safety de­ 
vices. All of the com panies say 
they are constantly refining what 
they have. More non-glare dash­ 
boards are offered. Sealed beam 
headlights have been 
improved. 
Visibility has been increased. 
D r. Andrew A. 
Kucher, Ford 
vice president for engineering and 
research, says, 
“ The design of 
safety features is constantly be­ 
ing refined as accident experience 
m ore accurately pinpoints h o w 
injuries are inflicted. 
“ Considerable freedom m ust be 
extended to research and design 
to allow exploration of new so­ 
lutions to the problem . The danger 
of formalizing rigid specifications 
and design criteria while potential 
im provem ents are still being evolv­ 
ed is a substantial one.” 
In this Kucher referred to at­ 
tem pts to pass federal legislation 
requiring certain safety standards 
on autos. 
Most significant of the recent 
safety advances has been the use 
in cars of seat belts, deep-dish 
steering wheels, safety door locks 
and padded dashboards. 


ON MANY cars som e or all of 
these are optional equipm ent and 
the public has m ade no great ef­ 
fort to buy them . But the safety 
locks and steering wheel design 
a re alm ost universal on Am erican 
cars. 
K ucher suggests that any spec­ 
tacular progress in accident pre­ 
vention will require at least four 
evolutionary steps: 
I. — Extension of hum an sens­ 


es by devices that “ see” and com ­ 
pute m ore quickly and accurately 
than the hum an driver. 


2 — Relieving the driver of sim ­ 
ple tasks, such as braking. 


3. — Extension of autom atic con­ 
trol to assure safe spacing be­ 
tween vehicles in traffic. 


4. — Developm ent of fully auto­ 
m atic operating controls for ve­ 
hicles, tim ila r to the autom atic 
pilots used in aircraft. 


These factors are being tested 
by all of the auto m anufacturers. 
Eventually t h e y will come, al­ 
though not this year or next.

And pow­ 
er drive, air conditioning, bigger 
carburetors, pow er steering have 
cut down even fu rth er on free 
space in the engine com part­ 
m ents, which absorbed som e of 
the heat. 
The engine cooling s y s t e m 
cools the autom atic transm ission 
fluid in m ost m odern cars. 
Today’s cooling system s gel* 
erally have the sam e o r even 
less capacity than those in 1952. 
F aster circulation of the w ater 
attem pts to handle the excess 
heat. 
Engineers 
recom m end t h a t 
care of the cooling system be 
turned over to an experienced 
service dealer, who knows your 
car, the dem ands you place on 
it, and is equipped to give you 
peak service.

Is Riding Rough? 
It May Be Your 
Shock Absorbers

Have you had your automobile's 


shock absorbers checked in the 
last 10.000 miles? 


If not, that m ay be the answer 


to why the old buggy isn t riding 


as smoothly as it did only a few 


months back or why the latest 


set of tires just didn't seerp to 


hold up. 


The average life of shock absorb­ 
ers, some studies have shown, is 
about 20,000 miles, usually reach­ 
ed in 18 to 24 months of driving. 


Shock absorbers work with the 
automobile’s spring system 
and 
are designed to smooth out the 
ride. The actual shock absorber 
mechanism consists of a piston 
movement in an oil cylinder with 
springs, valves and controls all 
enclosed in a steel jacket. 


Worn shock a b s o r b e r s can 
cause: 


Wheel shimmy, that could strain 
or snap springs. 
Sudden bounces when the car 
hits a bump, causing the driver 
or passengers to hit the roof.* 
Uncontrolled wheel bounce, with 
w h e e l s 
actually 
leaving 
the 
ground, making steering difficult 
and often resulting in loss of driv­ 
er control. 
Increased tire wear caused by 
tires absorbing extra shocks. 
Tendency to skid on curves.
